NCSA  Mosaic  gave  the  Internet 
what  Macintosh  gave  personal  com- 
puters—  a  navigational  system  that 
could  be  understood  by  anyone  who 
could  point  and  click  with  a  mouse. 

Recognizing  the  vast  potential  of 
what  Andreessen  had  created,  Clark 
teamed  up  with  the  young  pioneer 
—  and  six  of  the  seven  engineers 
who  worked  'with  Andreessen  on  the 
research  prototype  —  to  redesign 
NCSA  Mosaic  for  consumer  and 
business  users.  Enter  Mosaic 
Communications . 
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Undoubtedly,  the  NCSA  Mosaic 
prototype  offered  great  benefits  like 
hypertext  links  that  enabled  you  to 
pull  up  full-color  graphics,  format- 
ted text,  sound,  or  even  video  if 
your  computer  system  was  equipped 
to  handle  it.
